Terylenc, a new synthetic tex- 
tile fabric resembling nylon, but 
claimed ‘to be both stronger and 
cheaper, will revolutionise the 
British textile industry and is 
expected to give employment to 
hundreds of thousands of work- 
ers, according to British news- 
papers, 


This all-Britlsh discovery is to be 
developed jointly by the Callco 
‘Printers’ Associntion.and the Inper- 
fal Chemical. Industrics, and’ the 
shares of both companies rose when 
the discovery was announced, 

Up to now, the greatest secrecy 
has surrounded the development of 
what Is.said to be one of the great+ 
ast textile inventions for vears. The 
fibre was discovered by tho Mane 
chester Callco Printers’ Assoclation 
research team, headed by J. R. 
Whinfield and Dr J. T. Dickson, A 
substance called terephthalte ‘ncid is 
the basis of the discovery. . 

The chemists first knew that thelr 


work was successful when the-nqw- 


fibre in its early stages resisted o 
great deal of heat and ‘proved ata 
practical possibilitics as a fabric, 
since it could be lroned. 3 

“We had to perfect a colourless 

mobile liquid, and the greatest dif. 
culty was in achieving purity," said 
Or Dickson. “Finally, when .o glass 
rod was .dipped into It, the Nquid 
steaming from it formed into uo 
solid’ fibre as It coolsd.
